Can Grab Country 

Supposing Pasadena should vote in 
favor of this proposition, expecting 
South Pasadena and Alhambra to do 
the same, it would make no difference 
In the legal binding effect on Pa.sa- 
deria if each of the other cities should 
negative It, for any time within two 
years from the date of Pasadena's 
vote, Ij)s Angeles could describe a 
district including any unincorporated 
territory whatever, which would have 
no say in the matter, and on a simple 
majority vote of this district and of 
the county as a whole (this, of course, 
being absolutely coritrolleil by the pre¬ 
dominating vote of the city of Los An¬ 
geles), Pa.sadena would become a part 
of the consolidated city and county of 
I.os .\ngeles. 

It will be Seen that the unincor¬ 
porated territory in no circumstances 
has any appreciable say as to its des¬ 
tiny. In no circumstances does any 
of the territory to be added to the 
larger city and to be governed by a 
freeholders' cliarter. have any voice in 
the framing of the charter liy which 
It Is to be governed, and, moreover, 
the initiating city has the sole power 
to draw the boundaries of the unin¬ 
corporated territory to lie included, 
viz, “"Together with such unincorpor¬ 
ated territory as the city initiating 
such consolidation may desire." To be 
fair, the other cities asked to Join and 
also the otlu r unincorr>orated territory 
should have some voice in the naming 
of the liouiidaries of the district, and 
in framing of the charter. 

Dividing Prop«rty 

The bill is said to be undesirable, 
also, in that the provisions that the 
.city and county shall be entitled to a 
Just proportion of the liroperty of the 
old county and be liable for its por¬ 
tion of the debts are not sufficiently 
determinate, and act to the detriment 
of the part outside of the city and 
county being formed. In this connec¬ 
tion it is pointed out that if Los -An¬ 
geles and some surrounding territory 
were withdrawn from the present 
county of Los .\ngeles there would 
be a serious iiugstlon to what 

sliould become of the remaining por¬ 
tion, whether it should iie Joined to 
Orange county or Sun Bernardino 
countv or lieciime a seiairate county 


Prominent citizens of Pasadena, .VI- 
hamiira anil Soutli Pasadena are up in 
arms over tlie [iroposed constitutional 
amendment providing for county di¬ 
vision and city and county consolida¬ 
tion. It is sometimes culled "the Oak¬ 
land amendment" because the Oakland 
Iieople forced Los Angeles and San 
Krancisco to coniproiiilse on some 
terms which had been insisted upon by 
those cities. However, it is sai,i that 
Oakland peoide are divided on the 
iiuestlon. 

Pasadena's Board of Trade has ap¬ 
pointed a special committee to investi¬ 
gate tile proposed amendment and 
make a full report and recommenda¬ 
tions regarding it. The reiiort is ex¬ 
pected to appear in a few days and to 
be strongly against acceiitance of the 
law. Pasadena, South I’asadena and 
.Vlhambra are the cities moat directly 
interested in the matter because they 
would probably be the first toward 
which Los Angeles would turn Its at¬ 
tention if the amendment carried, (,'on- 
sequently they are organizing for a 
strenuous light to forestall such dan¬ 
ger.

Bonds by Majority Vote 

One provision of the amendment 
which is especially feared, is sub-sec¬ 
tion 7, which provides that one city 
(or unincorporated territory) may be 
added to another and may be liable 
for its portion of the bomied debt 
without its two-thirds vote, a simple 
majority of the votes cast being suffl- 
clent. By this means a bonded in- 
debtedikess is incurred without the 
safeguard of a two-thirds vote, which 
has been previously deemed an es- 
•sential part of the constitution md 
only of California, but most all other 
states. It is felt that to create a lien 
U[ion property for forty years and to 
bind posterity to that extent upon a 
simple majority of the vote cast at 
any election, especially considering 
the fact that elections are often car¬ 
ried upon a temiiorary sentiment ot 
the voters, would be seriously to en¬ 
danger the property of the citizens and 
taxpayers, For this section, if for 
nothing elese.

Consent Not Required 

(Irave danger to the smaller cities 
of the state and to tlie unincorporated 
territory near the larger cities Is 
shown by the report of Seward C. 
Simons to the executive committee of 
tlie Intercity commission to he in the 
proposed city and i-ountry consolida¬ 
tion amendment to the state constitu¬ 
tion. Although those advocating tile 
measure have represented tliat no ter¬ 
ritory can be annexeil witliout its own 
consent, a larefnl study of the aitual 
text of the amendment [iroves that 
this Is far from being Its practical 
result. 

For Instance, should 1-os .Angele.s 
desire to Join I'a-sade.na, South Pasa¬ 
dena anil Alhamlira with herself in a 
consolidated city and county govern¬ 
ment, Pasadena would only have an 
opportunity to vote on whether she 
would be a part of the di.strict to he 
annexed, this district to lie formed by 
I.os Angeles, if slie should acce[it a 
charter (the contents of which the 
voters of Pasadena must lie in igimr- 
anee) to he framed liy I.os .Angeles 
at some future date, and assume a

Boilsd Ham, Southern Style. 

After the ham bus been subjected to 
a soaking in soda water, a scouring 
and scrubbing with a brn.sh. rinsing 
and scalding It is tlnally ready to boll 
after Imiiiprstng In cold water and 
bringing to the boiling iK>1nt. Half a 
dozen of whole cloves, a pod of red 
pe|)|>er. a dozen whole allspice, a few 
grains of whole black pep|>er, a young 
onion and a stalk of celery all Impart 
their Savor to the water, although 
some maintain that the onion and cel¬ 
ery siwll the other flavors The ham 
Is left to cool In Its liquor after hav¬ 
ing been boiled until tender, and then, 
after carefully trimming from It all 
8U|>erfluou8 rind and fat. the southern 
cook removes her ham to a great, deep 
bowl, and around it she pours sound 
claret or sweet cider until It reaches 
halfway up the sides Then the top of 
the bam is stuck In k>zenge |>attern 
wltb whole cloves, sprinkled thickly 
with black and red pepiier. rubbed over 
with brown sugar and left to stand sev¬ 
eral hours, busting frequently with the 
liquor In the bowl. Tbe last process 
I is baking It in a huge baking pun, in 
which tbe bam Is set on a rack aud 
baked slowly from one to two hours, 
according to the size, basting every flf- 
! teen minutes aud adding water as tbe ! 
liquor cooks away. 

Mustard Pickles. 

One quart of small cucumt>er8; one i 
quart of large cucumbers, sliced: one ! 
quart of green tomatoes, sliced; one [ 
I <)uurt of small button onions; one large | 
cauliflower or cabbage, chopped, and 
four green peppers, cut flue Make a 
brine of four quarts of water aud one 
pint of salt pour over the mixed vege¬ 
tables, and let stand over night Then 
he*it Just enough to scald, pour iuto 
colander, aud drain Dressing: Mix 
one cupful of flour, six tablespooufuls 
of dry mustard and one tablespoonful 
of turmeric with enough vinegar to 
make a smooth paste, then add one 
cupful of sugar aud sufflcleut vinegar 
to make two quarts lu all; cook mix¬ 
ture until thick aud smooth, stirring 
all the time Add vegetables and cook 
until heated through, then seal lu Jars

Id answer to the question, "Will a 
I sudden Jar ever canse crystals to ap- 
I pear In a supersaturated solution, or 
I can this be produced only by the In¬ 
troduction of one of tbe crystals?" Kd- 
gar Lucien Larkin In the New York 
American says; 

“Supersaturation and crystal forma¬ 
tion are obscure phenomena. I.«t wa¬ 
ter dissolve salts until It Is supersatu¬ 
rated when perfectly still; then let the 
containing vessel be suddenly moved, 
tap|>ed or disturbed; then crystals of 
the dissolved substances will Instantly 
form. Pure water, distilled, may be 
put Into a closed container and a ther¬ 
mometer placed below the surface. 

"Keep the whole very still and the 
water may be cooled a number of 
degrees below the freezing—that Is. 
crystallizing—point without crystallis¬ 
ing. Suddenly strike the vessel and 
the liquid will crystallize. Many solu¬ 
tions of superdenslty will thus behave. 

"This little understood process under¬ 
lying the fascinating mathematical sci¬ 
ence of crystal forming plays a highly 
Important part In nature In the build¬ 
ing of solids, of crystalline rocks and 
general structure of our house—the 
earth ”

Occasionally a 
rush of extra business or an accident 
to the machinery makes It necessary 
to put In extra time or seriously de¬ 
lay the completion of important work. 
In the average small town there are 
no printers available except those who 
are regularly employed. Conse¬ 

quently overtime work is the only so- 
liition of the difficulty. But the pro¬ 
posed law would make that impossible, 
regardless of the wages paid for it. 
Every iirinting office and every other 
business In small tuwtF's employing 
skilled labor would be up against the 
same difficulty. The law is so un- 
practlcable that I wonder at any rea¬ 
sonable person.s supporting it.
